direction and

reached her side she fell u nconsciou s 
into his arms. 
Ju st at this time W. C. Wy nes, a 
commission man of Colu mbu s, was 
driving along the road and the girl 
w as placed in the bu ggy and, with all 
haste, brou ght to the phy sician's o f­ 
fice. 
She never regained consciou s­ 
ness a fte r she left Farmington. 
Miss Mu rdock had been laboring 
u nder an intense mental strain all 
day , and this is believed to be the 
cau se for her act. She conversed with 
several of her friends Tu esday a fte r­ 
noon and spok e to them of committing 
su icide, bu t her statem ents were not 
regarded seriou sly .

met Miss Grace Love near the inter- 
u rban station and together they walk ­ 
ed west on Second street to Chestnu t.

annu al session at 
Brownstown this morning. 
This is 
the seventy -fifth meeting of the A sso­ 
ciation, and is held with the Browns­ 
town chu rch where the organization 
was made in 18 36. 
At that time the 
Association was composed of fou r 
chu rches with a total membership of 
128 members. 
In 18 49 , fou r y ears 
later, the nu mber of chu rches was 
nine and the membership 49 6. 
As 
y ears went by the nu mber of chu rches 
grew u ntil the largest nu mber in the 
body was nineteen in the y ears 18 67, 
18 68 and 18 74. 
The largest member­ 
ship reported at any session of the 
Association was in 19 9 1 when 1,9 21 
members were reported in the variou s 
chu rches. 
At present there are thir­ 
teen 
chu rches in 
the 
Association, 
eight of which are located in Jack son 
cou nty , two in Scott, one each in Je n­ 
nings, Clark e and W ashington cou nt­ 
ies. 
The total membership reported 
was 1,579 . 
At the first meeting in 18 36, Rev. 
John R. Tinder, grand father of the 
present 
cou nty clerk , 
was elected 
m oderator, and preached the intro­ 
du ctory sermon. 
William Cru nshaw 
was chosen clerk . 
Rev. Mr. Tinder 
continu ed as m oderator almost u ntil 
the time of his death abou t 18 50. 
John Bell was elected m oderator in 
18 59 and served for nineteen y ears. 
Rev. John R. McCoy was elected clerk 
in 18 52 and served for twenty -two 
y ears, and was the preacher of the 
introdu ctory sermon seven different 
sessions. 
There have been connected with the 
Association at different times many 
men who have been prominennt in 
Baptist work in the state.

\\ hat is believed to be the lower jaw 
; bone of a prehistoric monster, was 
For fou nd at Williams Satu rday , while a 
gang of laborers employ ed by the 
Mansfield Engineering company , was 
excavating beneath the bed of White 
river for the Bedford Power Com­ 
pany ’s dam. 
The interesting find was 
made abou t three feet beneath the na ­ 
tu ral bed of the stream, encased in 
mu ssel shells, and tak en to the office 
of the company at Williams, where it 
was placed on exhibition. 
The jaw 
bone, which had been at some time in 
remote ages brok en, probably when 
the creatu re met death, m easu red iu 
its natu ral state abou t sixteen inches 
across at the ends. 
The bone was in 
an excellent state of preservation, and 
had evidently gone throu gh a petrify ­ 
ing process. 
Two m onster teeth o r 
series of teeth near each end were in a 
good condition as if the animal had 
only recently died. 
The molar was 
'really a series of several teeth fit 
[closely together, two in a row and one 
at the end lower than the other. 
This 
m olar measu red fou r inches by eight 
on the grinding su rface and was eight 
inches deep. 
The weight of each 
series of teeth was estimated from six 
to ten pou nds. 
The "entire jaw hone 
and teeth will, it is estimated, weigh 
forty pou nds. 
The teeth are perfect, 
highly polished and beau tifu lly color­ 
ed. 
More of the sk elton of the mon­ 
ster probably lies u nder the coffer 
dam, hu t it will he impossible to u n­ 
earth it, u ntil the tem porary dam is 
dispensed with. 
Arrangem ents have 
been made to send the find to Indian­ 
apolis to have the state geologist pass 
on it.— Bedford Mail.

The Pass of Killiecrankie, one of the most famous aDd romantic spots 
In all Scotland, has just been sold under the hammer of the auctioneer as 
a part of the estates of Archibald Edward Putter, Esq. 
The historic road 
through the pass crossed the hill near Faskally House and descended to 
the ferryman’s hut at the south end. 
Down this road many pageants of 
Scottish history passed. 
It was by this road that King Robert the Pruce, 
after the murder of Red Comyn, retreated from the battle of Methven where 
he had been surprised by the earl of Pemroke. 
Py the same road Mary, Queen 
of Scots, went with her gay cavalcades for the famous deer-drives in the 
forest of Atholl. 
Through the pass went General Mackay with Hanoverian 
soldiers of fortune to meet and be routed by the clansmen under 
John 
Graham 'of Claverhouse— “ Bonnie Dundee’’— who had raised the standard 
of King Jam es against W illiam and Mary. 
It was through the Pass of Killiecrankie that nearly 1,000 Atholl men 
marched to join the earl of Mar in the rising of 1715, and this way in ’45 
came the Young Pretender before he went south on his great adventure, 
which ended in disaster, and forfeited estates, and blood on many scafffolds 
The Pass of Killiecrankie is, indeed, a high-road of Scottish and Eng­ 
lish history. 
Edward III. came here with his knights in his attempt to 
trample the spirit of the Scots into subjection. 
Highland reivers drove 
their cattle along this road, and wounded men crawled down the pass after 
many a light between the clans. 
The tramp of armed men, the fierce shouts 
of battle, the wild pibroch that called to the Highland thief», still come 
echoing down the glen to those who have listening ears.

land the rustic has not been so eas­ 
ily won over, as is witnessed by the 
sign here pictured. 
It stands by one 
of the main highways of the south of 
England and the man who put It up 
has kept It in repair for years. 


NOTABLE ENGINEERING FEAT 


Recently a notable piece of engi 
neering work was achieved in San 
Francisco, while the demolition of the 
old city hall was in progress. 
Be­ 
tween the violent earthquake and the 
fearful fire of April, 190G, the building 
was practically reduced to a mass of 
ruins. 
So it was determined to raze 
the shattered structure and construct 
a new and modern hall. 
Surmounting the lofty dome a huge 
statue of the Goddess of Liberty has 
perched for more than twenty years 
past. 
The statue escaped unscathed 
both the heavy shock and fire. 
This 
immense metal statue is nearly twen­ 
ty feet In height, and, with the pedes­ 
tal, to which it is firmly attached, 
weighs about three tons. 
From 
the 
ground up to the pedestal the distance 
is about 350 feet, and to the apex of 
the Goddess, is 370 feet. 
As it was very much desired 
to 
take down the huge statue undam­ 
aged and to place it in Golden Gate 
park, as a public souvenir of the great 
disaster, the contracting firm under­ 
took to bring it to earth without dam­ 
age. 
This proved a difficult and peril­ 
ous feat in engineering, for to bring 
down, 
undamaged. 
G.OOO 
pounds of 
metal from a height of 370 feet was 
a ponderous task. 
However, the work 
was done very successfully. By means 
of a system of derricks, steel cables, 
tackle, 
etc., 
operated 
by 
several 
donkey engines, the big statue was 
loosened from Its firm anchorage on 
the dome's crest, and gradually low­ 
ered to the earth. The work was done 
without the slightest accident to the 
statue, or to the force of men engaged 
in the task. 
Engineers declare that 
it is a notable feat along engineering 
lines, at least of that kind, and the 
contractors are being warmly congrat­ 
ulated ever the success achieved. 


A man named John Stevens, who 
was declared dead by a coroner’s jury 
and whose widow' afterwards married 
again, has reappeared 
in 
Preston, 
Eng., after an absence of nine years. 
A body found in the river wras identi­ 
fied as Stevens’ by certain marks on 
the arm. 
Certificates of death were 
Issued, and Mrs. Stevens drew' the in­ 
surance money. 
Stevens explains his 
long absence by stating that he has 
been tramping the country in search 
of work. 
She has lived happily with 
her second “ husband,” who is named 
George Harness, and there seems no 
way out of the tangle caused by the 
reappearance of the “ dead” man. 


Visitors to Roanoke Island never 
fail to see the scuppernong grape vine, 
the largest in the world, that Is known 
as Sir W alter Raleigh’s grape 
vine. 
It was planted by 
Raleigh’s 
party, 
which settled in Roanoke Island, N. 
C., 'more than 300 years ago. 
The ad­ 
venturers left England on April 27, 
1584, with the following charter from 
Queen Elizabeth: 
“ Power is hereby 
given to Raleigh and his assigns by 
the queen freely to search for and oc­ 
cupy and enjoy for ever such remote 
and barbarous lands not possessed by 
any Christian people as to him might 
seem good. 
He is at liberty to take 
with him to such lands 
and 
leave 
there for inhabitants as many of the 
bushes,’’ and so forth. 
The immense 
scuppernong grape vine, with 
stem 
larger round than a man’s body, is an 
interesting relic of the past, and bears 
fruit abundantly.

But to an Eng­ 
lishman a garden is as necessary as 
a dining room. 
And from the stand­ 
point of national health it is perhaps 
quite as necessary to a family as sani­ 
tary plumbing. 
I do not say this be­ 
cause I am a horticulturist, says a 
Brooklyn Eagle writer, but because 
we can’t be a pink-cheeked nation un­ 
til America is one great garden as 
England is, and until we adopt that 
splendid 
English 
idea—the 
“ week 
end.” 
From Saturday noon until Monday 
morning one-half of England is enter­ 
taining the other half out of doors. 
Nothing but routine business is trans­ 
acted on Saturday and Monday morn­ 
ings. 
Indeed, wreek-end parties often 
last from Friday night until Tuesday 
morning, and they enjoy cheaper rail­ 
road rates than for the shorter period. 
I believe that our railroads can, and 
will, stimulate country living wonder­ 
fully by lowering w’eek-end rates. The 
English railroads advertise blue-bell 
excursions, so that Ixmdon children 
may go out and pick these spring flow­ 
ers. 
The newspapers always remind 
people of “ Chestnut Sunday,” w'hen 
every one goes out to Busby park to 
see a mile of horse chestnut trees in 
bloom. 
Already our railroads are be­ 
ginning to advertise 
nature’s 
free 
shows, such as the autumn colors on 
the Hudson river, etc. 
The time will 
come when nearly all important busi­ 
ness will be done by appointment and 
| every one who can afford it w ill allow 
himself two or three days a week in 
the country from April till October.

In the hands of the up-to-date con­

macaroon

dressed up beyond recognition. 
Some 
of these little cakes are flavored with 
chocolate and almond and decorated 
on • top with citron. 
Others are fla­ 
vored with almonds only and filled 
with a combination of candied fruits. 
Still others have pink and white bon­ 
bons embedded in them or are decor­ 
ated on top with a crown of yellow 
and white frosting, often 
in 
fancy 
shape. 
Sometimes, too, macaroons 
are pressed togther, with fancy col­ 
ored icings between them. 
Pounded macaroon crumbs are

| many French desserts, either sprink- 
1 led over the top or used as a thick- 
j ening instead of bread-crumbs.

Whip half a cupful of cream 
till stiff and sweeten with three level 
teaspoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Fla­ 
vor with a little vanilla and stir in six 
macaroons that have been broken into 
small 
pieces—not 
powdered. 
This 
will serve three persons. 
Pile it into 
three sherbet glasses and decorate 
each with three or four candied cher­ 
ries. 
For another macaroon dessert take 
half a dozen macaroons in just barely 
enough cold milk to cover them. 
Pre­ 
pare a pint of corn starch custard in 
a double boiler and add the soaked 
macaroons to it. 
Stir it well to in­ 
sure smoothness and remove from the 
fire. 
Sprinkle the bottom of a pretty 
dish with half a cupful of sugar. Pour 
the custard pudding into it and sprin­ 
kle another scant half cupful of sugar 
over the dessert. 
Peel three large 
ripe and finely flavored peaches and 
slice then* over all while the pudding 
is still hot. 
Other summer fruits may 
be used, but the peaches seem to be 
the best. 
Properly made this is a de­ 
licious and refreshing sweet. It should 
be thoroughly chilled in the refriger­ 
ator before serving. 


Broth and beef tea contain less nour­ 
ishment than many people suppose, 
but they act as a slight tonic, and are 
otherwise beneficial. 
For beef or mut­ 
ton broth cut a pound of lean beef or 
mutton into pieces size of a pea, or 
run through a food chopper, put into 
a covered dish with two quarts of cold 
water and a little salt. 
Let it warm 
gradually and simmer for a couple of 
hours, care being taken that it does 
not boil.
